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Irwin Tenure Case Causes Dissention

Controversy regarding the 
issue of tenure for instructor 
Molly P. Irwin has aroused an 
emotional uproar among stu- 
dents and faculty, an arousal 
which does not speak highly 
of the maturity of this college. 

Discussion, especially among 
students, has been centered 
upon personal likes and dis- 
likes, and suspicions of faculty 
integrity. 

Little rational consider- 
ation has been given to the 
prestige of the college degrees, 
to the academic position of the 
college and to the effort of the 
state college system to com- 
pare favorably with UC. 


Controversy 

However, these issues form 
the core of controversy. It is a 
fact—if an SSC graduate men- 
tions that he has “studied with 
Livingston,” this puts him in 
a very different position than 
if he says that he “studied with 
Mrs. Irwin.” 

Without being able to con- 
sider the qualifications of eith- 
er name, it is obvious, how- 
ever, that the state colleges 
prefer to have more Livings- 
tons on their rosters. Their 
names depend, mainly, on the 
prestige of their faculty 


Prestige 

The prestige of a professor 
in some departments, among 
with his contributions to his 
field or, at least, with good 
scholastic preparation—which 
generally implies a Fh.D. 

Thus can be explained the 
tenure conceded to Richard J. 
Bankowsky (M.A), hired as a 
novelist, or the search of the 
English Department for a 
recognized poet, which culmin- 
ated in the hiring for next 
year of Dennis Schmitz (M.- 
A.). 


Rigor 

The college is being rigorous 
in some departments, among 
them English. As SSC President 
Stephen L. Walker expressed, 
“In English we expect most of 
our people to carry on a cer- 
tain amount of creative ac- 
tivity.” 

Thus, it becomes obvious 
that a professor of English has 
to be a professionally active 
Ph.D. or a well organized con- 
tributer to the field of liter- 
ature. 

Strife 

It is a constant strife for 
better qualifications. This is 
the only guarantee of quality 
of education which the staff of 
(in this case a state college) 
can provide on an objective 
basis——hiring the best qualified 
professors possible 

In the case of Mrs. Irwin, 
the chairman of the Division 
of Humanities and Fine Arts, 
Kenneth L. Berger, stressed 
that, in accordance with a let- 
ter addressed to her on De- 
cember 1, 1963, by ex-chair- 
man John Linnell, she is not 
required to have a Ph.D 

Furthermore, “It was made 
perfectly clear to me by Dr 
Walker and I made it per- 
fectly clear to Dr. Houghton 
that the matter of getting a 
Ph.D. was not germane to her 
getting the tenure. To the best 
of my knowledge the English 
Department has not made her 
lack of a Ph.D. a factor in 
their decision.” 


Confirmation 

This was confirmed by the 
Head of the English Depart- 
ment Donald E. Houghton. 
However, he did not reject 
totally the idea that, once 
lacking the Ph.D., Mrs. Irwin 
was considered with a little 
more than usual attention by 
the tenured members of the 


Unreasonable Search 
Claimed By Student 
Against SSC Library

“Unreasonable search” has 
been charged by student Nor- 
man Thorp against the SSC li- 
brary. 

Thorp alleges that the prac- 
tice of checking the contents 
of briefcases as students leave 
the library is in violation of 
the Fourth Amendment of the 
Bill of Rights to the Federal 
Constitution, prohibiting un- 
reasonable searches and seiz- 
ures.” 

The Board of Justice last 
week ruled Thorp’s case out 
of ite jurisdiction because 
(1) the library does not op- 
erate as am agency of the 
ASSSC and (2) Thorp’s ap- 
peal is based on the Federal, 
not the ASSSC constitution, 
making the controversy out- 
side of the province of the 
Board. 

Thorp says he will now go 
to the Faculty Library Com- 
mittee and if necessary to 
President Stephen L. Walker. 
The Amendment on which 

Thorp bases his complaint 
states in part: ‘The right of the 
people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers and ef- 
fects, against unreasonable 
searches and seizures, shall not 
be violated.” 


Mrs. Pearl Spayde, acting 
college librarian, recently ex- 
plained that student thefts of 
books are responsible for the 
checking system. 


Mrs. Spayde emphasized that 
the check point seems neces- 
sary to insure that books can 
be found on the shelves by the 
majority of students who wish 
to use the library legitimately. 

The acting librarian added 
that she hopes sometime in 
the future an electronic de- 
tection devise such as those 
used in some other large li- 
braries could possibly be tn- 
stalled, or at least provision 
made for briefcases to be left 
at the entrance. 

However, for the present, she 
feels the check at the circula- 
tion desk must serve instead. 

In 1953, when the library 
opened, thefts amounted to 2 
per cent of the total general 
collection. No check point 
existed at that time, but one 
was established in 1957. 

For several years losses 
declined, then rose again. As 
a result of closing the back 
exit and maintaining a 
strict admission policy to- 
wards high school students, 
stealing again is down. 

In 1964, 1 per cent of the 
library's books were lost or 
stolen (1,696 books). 


department in regard to the 
other requirements for a ten- 
ure—-teaching ability, scholar- 
ship and miscellaneous profes- 
sional activities. 

In regard to teaching ability, 
the tenured members of the 
English Department had a 
double handicap in their eval- 
uation—that the classroom in- 
spection by other professors is 
not practiced in most institu- 
tions of higher learning, and 
that Mrs. Irwin had little con- 
tact with other professors of 
the department 


No Provision 

Or -e the state college system 
does not provide for any 
means of evaluation of profes- 
sors by their students—ttis is 
not a practice in most reputed 
universities. Lack of personal 
contact with her peers made 
it impossible for them to have 
a clear opinion of Mrs. Ir- 
win's teaching abilities 

Thus, the teaching ability, 
whether or not assumed ab- 
solute. could little bear on the 
decision to deny her the ten- 
ure. However, in regard to the 
other two requirements, she 
has not been publishing, lec- 
turing or doing research work 
—factors considered usually 
for “scholarship.” 

Her “miscellaneous profes- 
sional activities,” include only 
workshops and individual guid- 
ance to interested students, 
beside the participation on a 
college committee 


Life or Death 

if a professor is to remain 
intellectually alive in his fieid, 
he has to doa certain amount 
of research. This may imply 
publishing a book, writing 
articles or doing research to 
improve classroom instruction 
(like creating, improving and 
revising the syllabus used in 
the professor's classroom), 
Berger said 

The growing feeling in the 
state colleges is that either of 
these activities is absolutely 
necessary for a professor. 

Even the state legislature 
began realizing this when it 
reapportioned in 1965, aside 
from the regular budget, some 
money exclusively for research 
among state college professors. 

Presently the SSC has three 
protessors working under this 
act—Hubert E. Knepprath, as- 
sistant professor of speech; 
Robert J. Else, professor of art; 
and Dale C. Perry, associate 
professor of engineering 


Constant Fight 

The state colleges have to 
fight constantly against the 
prestige of the “publish or 
perish” type University of 
California. The allotment of 
the legislature “is a recogni- 
tion that a certain amount of 
research and creative activity 
is needed in the state colleges 
and should be paid for from 
the State funds,” said Presi- 
dent Walker 

In this strife for improve- 
ment and consequent recog- 
nition in intellectual circles, 
many have to suffer in the 
state colleges. Many have lost 
their teaching jobs because of 
the lack of a Ph.D., because 
their teaching load unabled 
them to publish or because of 
any other of many reasons 
Mrs. Irwin is only one victim 
in the general strife of the 


system.
